turned over to U. S. Mashal John|F. Short for immediate service. 
Federal officers were also given a search warrant under which au- 
thority they will raid the brewerjr for additional evidence of dry 
law violation. 


This is, the first Federal action in this section of the state

2.43 per cent alcohol by volume. 


The information was laid before Federal Court Judge Thomp- 


son who issued a writ requiring that the Brewing Company plead 
or demur. 
At the same time a bench warrant was issued for the 


eleven princiai officers of the brewing company and the warrants 
turned over to U. S. Mashal John|F. Short for immediate service. 
Federal officers were also given a search warrant under which au- 
thority they will raid the brewerjr for additional evidence of dry 
law violation. 


This is, the first Federal action in this section of the state 


which has for its purpose the enforcing of war time prohibition.
